PDT is a form of energy-activated therapy for destroying abnormal or 
diseased tissue. The procedure for this treatment includes administration of a 
photosensitive compound (a PDT drug) to a patient, followed by illumination 
with light having a wavelength or waveband corresponding to a characteristic 
absorption wavelength of the photosensitive compound. Upon illumination, the 
photosensitive compound absorbs photons from the light source and transfers 
this energy to surrounding oxygen molecules. This in turn induces formation of 
singlet oxygen and other highly-reactive free radical species, leading to a 
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
